We of the newspaper profession 
pause briefly today in memory of 
the man who has made possible, in 
a large measure, the mass dissemi­ 
nation of information, and created 
millions of jobs. 
He is Ottmar Mcrgenthaler, Ger­ 
man-born, 
naturalized 
American, 
who perfected the Linotype, the 
machine which set the type for this 
‘ column and most of the other m a­ 
terial in today’s Register. 
M crgenthaler was a watch mal.er 
who was renowned for his devotion 
to precision. 
Increasing the scope 
of his mechanical aims, he manu­ 
factured 
the 
Linotype 
machine 
which assembles from thousands of 
small moulds, various alphabetical 
characters required for a line of 
type, groups them and forces melt 
ed metal against them to produce 
a line of type. 
This eliminated the slow method 
of picking each letter from a type 
case and re-distributing it after it 
was used. 
At first indicated as 
throwing thousands of printers out 
of work, it actually 
has 
added 
thousands to the list of employed, 
and has reduced the cost of print­ 
ing to the point where millions of 
people may read the printed word. 
Of interest to machinists is the 
fact that Mcrgenthaler conceived a 
sliding gear transmission which he 
applied to a shop lathe rn the de­ 
velopment of the lineeasting ma 
chine, but he never patented it. 
M crgenthaler sacrificed his life 
to his work, 
variously he 
working with the intricate machine 
but actually he worked so hard on 
a day and night search for the an­ 
swers to setting type mechanically 
that he died a victim of tubercu­ 
losis at the age of 45. 
The Linotype was accepted as a 
success In 1886 
The molds or m at­ 
rices are about the size of a postage 
stamp. 
Vertically and horizontally 
they are the same size, and have 
combinations which cause them to 
return to their “home”, to be drop­ 
ped again at the touch of a key 
similar to a typewriter key. 
Their 
thickness varies with the size of 
type to be set. 
Mr. Merganthaler 
first conceived the idea of the molds

WASHINGTON dp—Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles said to­ 
day he favors a commitment under 
which the United States and Its 
allies in any Southeast Asia alliance 
would be prepared to fight Lf they 
arc openly challenged. 
Dulles, in a 45 minute news con­ 
ference devoted almost entirely to
